of the Radio Workshop. The stip- 
ulation that the machine should

A condition was also affixed to 
the permission to set up the week- 
ly programme— ^ tentatively titled 
".McGill Week in Review" — 
providing thai ilie script for any 
broadcast on tlii.i prob'rauiine 
must be approved by tlie SEC Dir- 
ector, of Theatrics, and also by 
the President of Ihe Studentb' 
Society. The stipulation was Justi- 
fied ns sn attempt to prevent 
anything offensive, or detrimental 
to tlio name and reputation of 
.McOlll University being broad- 
cast. It was mentioned that prev- 
ious experience with broadcast- 
ing by .McGIII students indicated 
that some such safeguard w*as 
necessary. 

Another major Item of finance 
was the flwardhiK of the prlntlns 
contract for "Old .McGill 'ol" to 
Woodward Press Inc. This firm 
has handled the printing of the 
Annual in the past, until for the 
last two years. It was given to 
The Montreal Gazette. 

Ian Ilrtice, Assoclato Kdltpr of 
tho magazine began the meeting 
by outlining, tlie_ various, advant- 
ages of cacli contract. After n 
long discussion of the relative 
merits of the two bids, the Coun- 
cil decided to award tho contract 
to Woodward'!!.

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Freedom of Religion 



It is not so long ago that a split deci- 
sion of the United St.itcs Supreme Court 
put an end to ii \videly pulilicisod r.nd 
highly controversial case. This week again 
a Supreme Court decision is in the news 
and this time on our side of the border. 

In a close 5-4 vote the highest Cana- 
dian legislative body ruled, that the Wit- 
nesses of Jehova sect may disti'ibutc reli-" 
gious literature without restriction on the 
streets of Quebec or any other province. 
This culminates a legal imltle of long 
duration which, while it cannot be com- 
pared to the Rosenberg cass in interna- 
tional interest or in its essence, is of no 
little significance to Canadians. 

The issue involved, is in effect, that 
of freedom of religion. Tlie Witnesses of 
Jehova, a sect opposed to the tcachinsrs 
of the main religions of Canada, Itad been 
prohibited by a Quebec by-law from dis- 
tributing tr.icls witliout a permit in the 
city. This law was broken and members 
of the sect convicted by Quebec courts. 
The decision by tlie Supreme Court over- 
ruled tliat of a Quebec lower court not 
to grant an appeal to the convicted. 

An interesting feature of the ca.se is 
that tlie decision was nirulo on the basis 
of a Quebec Act which provides freedom 
of worship so long as "the same be not 
made an excuse for acts of licentiousness 
or a justification of practices inconsistent 
with the peace and safety of the Provin- 
ce." In the opinion of the court the acts 
of the accused sect did not violate either 
of these conditions. 

• - The Supreme Court judgment, by es- 
tablishing that no city or other body can 



interfere with freedom of religion, has 

dons nuid) to increase the security of 
Canadians and to enliance its own prestige. 

Tor in tliis day when abrogations of 
riglils and liberties in one form or another 
arc so frequent, a decision by so important 
a body reaffirming one is decidedly heart- 
ening. Tlie Witnesses of Jehova, in tlieir 
pamphlets, say much that is dista.stcful 
to the majority of people in this province. 
Nevertheless this does not mean that they 
have no right to say it. If freedom of 
religion is not to be an empty slogan to 
be bandied about mcaninglessly, it will 
hr.va to apply to the sm.ill minority groups 
as well as to tlie larger religious faiths. 

It v.iil bo readily admittde by anyone 
fr.miliar with tlic questioned literature 
that it is highly provocative and does 
more than annoy the devout member of 
other faiths. This is most unfortunate. 
Without a doubt, the tension, in all rela- 
tions of the Witnesses with other religious 
and administrative groups would be great- 
ly cased were some of the more ragc- 
provocing allegations in the Watchtower, 
tlieir publication, more moderately ex- 
pressed. And this would be a good thing. 
Ihnvevcr we nui.st realize tliat the religious 
beliefs of the majority may be just as 
distasteful to the Witnesses of Jehova, 
and this is obviously so. 

Wiiat is needed, then, and what the 
Supreme Court decision has implied, is 
more tolei'ance on the part of all religious 
denominations. And it should not be for- 
gotten that he who is in the minority is 
not, ipso facto, less right.

As Others See It .

Now that a serious step has been taken 
toward abolishing or at least mitig- 
ating, the adolescent practice of "initiat- 
ing" students into college life, the univer- 
sities may settle down to some serious 
- work. 

A great deal is generally hoped for 
when a young man or woman goes to col- 
lege for the first time. Tliou.saiids of 
speeches are made to new students, re- 
minding them of their high privilege and 
responsibilities and urging tlioni to deve- 
lop qualities of Icadersiiip so that they 
may fill their proper place in their com- 
munities in the future. 

But the strange thing i.s tliat r.o few 
students appear to have any clear picture 
either of theii* own capacities or of their 
real ambition in life. Many of them, it is 
said, seem "delightfully vague" as to why 
they came to college at all. 

Naturally, the prevalent tendency to- 
ward materialism has influenced tlie rising 
generation, but the percentage of failures 
shown in the examination lists demon- 
strates that either a considerable number 
of students are not students in the real 
sense of the word, or that they have not 
enough keen interest in the work they 
have undertaken to make them diligent 
and enthusiastic. 

In these days of mass education, when 
young people have more educational ad- 
vantages than their forefathers ever 
dreamed of, this is not always the fault of 
the student. Often he tends to go to colle- 
ge because his friends are going. In the 
ca^e of girls, there is no doubt that the 



social aspects of college life bulk- largely 
in their calculations. 

Do the colleges know enough about the 
students they enroll? There are intelligen- 
ce tests today and vocational guidance 
schemes with aptitude tests. But none of 
these, as yet, really gals down to the total 
individual, so that college authorities often 
know too -little about the material witli 
which they have to work. 

Then a.frain, instructional methods, cer- 
tainly in the humanistic subjects which so 
many paople balieve ought to be more 
deeply fo.slcrc'd. are primitive and out of 
date, in that too often they take the form 
of lectures in which the teacher expresses 
opinions v. hich he expects to have retailed 
to him in examination papers, so that the 
student is tested rather on his memory 
than on his latent possibilities of thought 
and criticism. 

The average student is a good enough 
young parson; pleasant as a rule, and re- 
latively competent. The trouble is that he 
too often becomes a little bored, simply 
because his interest is not aroused by pre- 
valent methods of teaching. 

The colleges know this well enough, 

but to remedy the situation would involve 
such an increase of teaching staff as puts 
real reform out of the question on financ- 
ial grounds, if for no otiier reason. Never- 
theless, by treating students, and especi- 
ially freshmen, too much in the mass and 
too little as individuals with individual 
potentialities and interests, we fail to de- 
velop a great deal of capacity which we 
cannot afford to neglect if we are to make 
the most of the rising generation.

Business has progressed nnd 
tlio material needs of people have 
been met because men and wo- 
men were obsessed by a creative 
urge. 

Behind malerial oivllUntlon are 
Initiative, enterprise, the impulse 
to mako things, to improve things, 
and to move forward. Progress 
is the result of Inventiveness, and 
behind Inventiveness Is Imagin- 
ation, a special rjuallty of the 
human race. 

Every method we use in pro- 
duction of goods, in distribution 
and in selling, was at some timo 
or other now to tho world. To 
put thiom Into use there had to 
be darint; men and women, peopin 
who saw vl.alons nnd attacked 
problems with ferocious dotermln- 
ntion. 

Tlieira were creative efforts, 
v.'lii'llier they were building bus- 
iness or bridges. Inventing nie- 
cluiiilcal devices or discovering 
elements, writing books or com- 
posing poems, sculpting statups 
or painting pictures or erecting 
KTcnl buildings. In whatever sta- 
te of civilization he lias lived In 
:ill apes, man has had tho creat- 
ive urgfl, to put Into form In 
word, colour, sound, or stone and 
steel, thoughts and Ideals and 
aspirations that wero in him. 

All individuals are not equally 
creatlvo. Some do not replace old 
expectancies with new ones year 
by year. But the great now forms 
ot democracy and iDdustriallsm 
wore evoked by the creative work 
cf those wivo saw life not as a 
having and resting but as a grow- 
ing and a becoming. 

It is not necessary to think of 
creativeness on a high intellccl- 
unl plane. Tho man engaged in 
Koino plastic nri flnils tho phys- 
ical handling of materials a sheer 
Joy — tho shaping of wood or 
pottery or plastic or metal into 
graceful or usoful form, tho cut- 
ting and sewing and embroider- 
ing ot fabrics into clothing or 
slip covers or drapes: no matter 
Iww lowly his position In the soc- 
I,il world, the man who realizes 
that ho Is making tilings Is rich 
In exjjorlciice. 

CI(I:;ATIV£.\KSS i.\ nUSI.N£S.S 
Now methods, invention, and 
dihcovery have played a constant 
part In the rapid development of 
production and distribution of 
commodities. Old theories havo 
boon abandoned for new Ideas. 
Both business and science realize 
that there are no final truths in 
material civiilzation. Tho building 
of a new business or of a new 
type of business organization ex- 
hibits rreatlvcness of a high 
order. 

Wagner and Leonardo da Vinci 
and Edison and Baton all had this 
in common: each one had; made 
a nation that was new to his time

Saskatchewan, Sept. 16 — (CUP) — A call for a sliarply 
increased number of students at Canadian universities was 
made by Dr. W. P. Thompson, presideni, of flio Univpisity 
of Saskatchewan. The ratio of the liiglier student populatioii 
to llio general population in Canada is one to 232. In the 
United States it Is 70 to ono. 



purse out of a sow's ear" then 
Wagner would not have stirred 
generations ot people by bis great 
operas, Leonardo would not have 
delighted and puzzled four cent- 
uries of people with his ".Mona 
Lisa" or Inspired them with his 
"Tho Last Supper" or set so fast 
a pace with his excursions into 
mathematics, engineering, and ar- 
chitecture; Edison would never 
have attempted to bring light out 
ot the end ot a couple ot wires, 
and I3aton would not have in- 
troduced thu cash salo principle 
ot economical merchandising into 
tho retail business. 

The power and . tendency to 
move of themselves, instead ot 
waiting at a docksldo tor a tug 
to pull or push them are ovl- 
donccs that today's progressive 
business men have creative minds, 
Tbey will not allow their inltiat- 
Ivo to he strangled by a noose of 
red tape nor wilt they bo stopped 
by signs erected by well-meaning 
people: "No thoroughfare: it 
can't he done." 

Initiative — getting things 
started — is an important part 
ot creativeness. Doing, oven if 
-what is done turns out to bo 
unsuccessful, Is tho way of tho 
creatlvo roan, rather than spend- 
ing time wondering what to do. 
A man who sees a dozen possib- 
ilities tn a landscape, In a busi- 
ness situation, in a. natural re- 
source, or in a political or social 
situation, but has not tbn Initia- 
tive to act on any one ot them, 
is not creative. 

AUVaNTUItE l.V CREATION 

The people who are frequently 
bored, and find life wearisome, 
aro people who havo not realized 
the joy ot dovlslng and making 
things. Tbey are tho people for 
whom commercial methods of kill- 
ing timo havo become big busi- 
nosB. 

The others, tho unboreable, 
know that Ilto evolves by being 
exposed, not by being protected. 
They aro not afraid to try some- 
thing that is not in the book ot 
rules. Fish colonised tho land, not 
bocauso they were pushed out ot 
the sea, but by a sort of imag- 
inative vital force akin to our 
own inventive and creative drive. 

That is the spirit ot progressive 
businesu: adding action and work 
to ideas. The Duku of Udlnburgh 
said in a speech to British busi- 
ness men: "It we are to recover 
prosperity, we shall have to find 
ways ot emancipating energy and 
enterprise from the frustrating 
control of constitutionnally timid 
ignoramuses." 

The adventure Into creatlvo 
thought and action leads to cons- 
tructivouess. First, a man has an 
idea that seems like something 
from a fairy tale, requiring magic 
tor its making. Then ho pictures 
his idea as reality, and devotes 
Ills mind and effort to thouglit 
and work to make it come true.

Tho 
highest proportion is in Nova Sco- 
tia where tho ratio is ono to 13S. 
almost twice that of Saskatche- 
wan, 

TIio fact that some Institutlous 
of higher education Ir Nova Sco- 
tia and some other provinces ad- 
mit students with Junior Matric- 
ulation ot grade eleven makes for 
a higher student ratio, where in 
other provinces tho students aro 
still In high school. * 

TlioiiRli It Is otlcn nrgiicd that 
the reason for fuilurv of eligible 
yiiiiiig people to Rtlond iiiilvcr- 
slty Is that llicy can't afford It, 
the oiii: iiilllluii dollar revulviiig 
loan riiiiil ohtnbllslied by the 
.Snskatclicwaii Icglsliiluro to ii»- 
sist needy studctits should ninko 
Ibis nrgunicnt, Invalid. In reiil- 
liy, some are prevented by faiii- 
lly resjioniiibliltles. Sonio lack 
sufficient amiiilion or nllicr iiiu- 
tlvniion.
